SHIP CAMOUFLAGED 
TO DECOY U-BOATS 
REACHES NEW YORK 


British Liner Painted So as to 


Lure Submarines to Surface, 
Then Shoot Them. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
Wearing a new type of “U-boat 
bait” camouflage, the British An- 
chor Line steamer Cameronia ar- 


rived today with 93 passengers, in- 
cluding. 34 Americans, after a rough 
but unevently trans-Atlantic pas- 
sage. 

It was the liner’s third trip to 
New York since the outbreak of 
the war. 

Passengers and crew, denying re- 
ports that a German submarine had 
fired on the Cameronia, said the 
ship was protected by a “pillar-to- 
post” convoy of destroyers. 

In contrast to the solid horizon 
gray of its previous voyage, the 
liner had a gray superstructure 
with a liver-colored hull and black 
prow. 

“The camouflage was changed so 
that the enemy won't know us,” a 
crew member explained. “It draws 
them to the surface to see if we are 
neutral or not, and then we can let 
them have it.” 

With its former guise of solid 
gray, crew members said, hostile 
submarines through periscopes could 
immediately identify the ship with- 
out rising to the surface. 

During the voyage, the crew be- 
gan mounting a three-inch gun aft, 
in addition to the six-inch gun it al- 
ready carried. The crew also began 
construction of an armor-plated 
emergency bridge aft for use in the 
event the forward bridge is shot 
away.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
Several hundred .nillion dollars of 
American capital invested in Amer- 
ican branch factories in Germany 
is helping Adolf Hitler carry on 
his war against Great Britain and 


France and is causing some un- 
easiness among high officials here. 

Eventually, the situation may lead 
to the formation of an administra- 
tion policy against the future estab- 
lishment of American factories 
abroad. 

The plants, branches of vast cor- 
porations like General Motors, Ford 
and National Cash Register, were 
constructed before the Nazis came 
into power. In 1933, a reliable au- 
thority estimates, they were valued 
at $300,000,000. 

Since then their valuation has 
greatly declined owing to numerous 
Nazi restrictions on operations and 
profits and a prohibition against 
the export of their profits to the 
United States. Nevertheless some 
of them are still tremendous plants 
employing thousands of workmen, 


Nazi Overseers in Plants. 

In the last few years the German 
Government has placed overseers 
in the plants with such wide powers 
that there is a question in official 
quarters here ask to whether the fac- 
tories are actually under American 
control. 

Before the war began they were 
thoroughly integrated into the Ger- 
man economic system and are now 
working, just as are German fac- 
tories, in producing whatever ma- 
terials are required for ihe pursu- 
ance of the war. 

The administration was worried 
about the plants even before the 
war started. The chief reaso® was 
the fact that products, from the 
plants were competing’ seriously 
with goods made in-America. Orig- 
inally, the branches were estab- 


lished to supply the German and 
pomac$ markets, but the German 
economic authorities forced them 
to export to other countries so as 
to provide Germany with foreign 
currency They began to export 
millions of dollars worth of prod- 
ucts annually to Latin America. 

The writer, for instance, saw ship- 
ments of hundreds of light Opel 
cars in Latin America last year. 
The Opel is made by the General 
Motors factories in Germany and 
competes with the light cars of the 
General Motors Co. in the United 
States. 

Another factor enters the situa- 
tion, that of American patetits used 
by the branch factories in Ger- 
many. Hitler’s war machine now 
makes use of them. 

Little U. 8. Can Do. 

There is little the United States 
Government can do about it, al! 
though the possibility of retaliatory, 
measures if Germany’s control over 
the factories tightens much more 
is not to be entirely excluded. The

here have made an informal survey 
of German factories in -he United 
States and“have found that the 
German investment equals about 65, 
per cent of the American invest. 
ment in Germany. 

However, the German investment 
here is largely in the hands of Ger- 
man individuals rather than cor- 
porations,. As long as the United 
States is a neutral, authorities 
would be extremely loathe to take 
any retaliatory action against indi- 
vidual Germans.

FOR WRITING 10 HITLER 


Publisher Says at Suit Trial 
He Was Merely Trying 
to Prevent War. 


LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—Lord 
Rothermere declared today that 
he had merely been “trying to pre- 
vent war between two peoples” in 
European . political wire-pulling 
which involved contact with Adolf 
Hitler in letters and through his 
“ambassadress.” 


The statement was made in clos- 
ing evidence in the suit of Princess

“We tolerated these men in their | 
posts in the hope an amicable set- 
tlement with Local 143 could be 
made,” the statement added, “but 
settlement is as far away today as 
it was on Oct. 5,” the day the 
picketing began. “We've had 
enough, These eight men, as of last 
night, have been dismissed, their 
top-flight salaries stopped.” 

Following the companies’ an- 
nouncement, the union started 
picketing of the Ambassador and 
Missouri theaters today, in addition 
to the seven houses already 
picketed. 

Operators at the seven houses 
are members of Local 143, but have 
continued to work despite the fact 
their working privileges were sus- 
pended by the union.

William Lenham, committee sec- 
retary, said he drank water at Man- 
teno during two trips there in Au- 
gust, the time the typhoid outbreak 
was gaining momentum. He had 
no ill effects, he said. 

The State Health Department laid 
the outbreak to a polluted water 
supply. Dr. Hinton testified at a 
Coroner’s inquest into one of the 
deaths that he believed sewage 
seepage into the supply had con- 
taminated it. The hospital had 
been obtaining water from artesian 
wells. 

Since the epidemic 20,000 gallons 
daily have been transported to the 
institution on railroad cars from 
Kankakee. The hospital has 5200 
patients and 200 employes. 

A third member of the legislative 
group who testified briefly was 
Ray Dillinger (Rep.), of Decatur. 
The fourth member, Joseph  L. 
Rategan (Dem.), Chicago, did not 
appear.

‘State's Attorney Samuel H. Sha- 
piro, who is directing the inquiry, 
said he hoped to conclude it by 
tomorrow afternoon or Thursday. 
He said he would use his full list 
of 15 witnesses only if the jurors 
felt that much evidence 
needed. 

Bowen, the first witness, spent 
two and one-half hours in the 
chamber, his first experience as a 
grand jury witness in his long ca- 
reer. He declined to comment on 
his testimony, but it was under- 
stood he repeated his previous 
Stand of accepting responsibility 
for conditions in institutions under 
his supervision. 

While there still are a few cases 
of typhoid at the hospital, Bowen 
said, the epidemic is long past and 
relatives of patients need not fear 
for their well-being. He said fil- 
ters were being installed in the 
water System and would be in Opry 
eration soon.

100 OFFER BLOOD TO GIRL; 
HER CASE CALLED HOPELESS 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14 (AP). 
—Science said “no hope,” but a 
mother prayed today that from 
nearly 100 blood offers will come 
“the one chance in a million that 
would save my ‘ittle girl.” 

Four months ago  8-year-old 
Kathryn Felt became ill with acute 
lymphatic leukemia, a disease in 
which white corpuscles destroy the 
red. Physicians say no victim of 
the acute type has lived more than 
six months. 

Mrs. Charles Felt, the mother, 
made.a radio appeal Sunday night 
for blood donors. She had been 
told that a transfusion of type two 
blood from a person who had sur- 
vived the disease might help the 
child, 

Offers poured in by telephone, 
telegram and mail today. 

“These people are obviously mis- 
taken,” said a spokesman for the 
Philadelphia County Medical So- 
ciety. “Some of them most likely 
have a chronic form of the disease 
and have shown some temporary 
improvement. 

“In chronic cases (as compared 
with acute), persons may live a 
long time and not suffer any severe 
effects—but we have no record of 
any acute case that has been 
actually cured. 

“The belief that the injection of 
blood from a person recovered 
from the disease will cure this 
little girl is futile, as undoubtedly 
no such ease exists.”

The Federal disbarment does not 
affect Levy’s right to practice in 
state courts.

Jesuit Hints Reds Sank Athenia, 
Set Hitler Bomb; Browder Says 
_ Pope Meddles in U.S S. ; Affairs 


EARL BROWDER 


NEW’ YORK, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
The hierarchy of the Catholic 
church is characterized by Earl 
Browder, secretary of the American 
Communist party, as among “pow- 
erful forces at work in our coun- 
try to undermine and destroy 
American traditions to which our 
people owe their greatness.” 

In a speech at a Communist 
rally in Madison Square Garden 
last night, Browder assailed the 
recent encyclical of Pope Pius XII, 
asserting it contained a “direct 
attack upon a fundamental Ameri- 
can principle, the separation of 
church and state, which may have 
a deleterious effect upon, American 
public life if it is followed up with 
practical efforts and proposals. 

“There are growing signs that 
the Catholic church hierarchy are 
not content to influence the lives 
of their own flock, but have the 
ambition to determine more and 
more the laws and administration 
of the states and the nation in 
line with their professed creeds.” 

Browder also told his followers 
that Europe will “inevitably turn 
to the Communists” if the “im- 
perialist war is carried on to its 
logical conclusion.” 

“We Communists clearly and 
boldly denounce the present war as 
an imperialistic one, on both sides, 
from which the peoples have noth- 
ing to obtain but misery, starva- 
tion, oppression and death,” he 
said. 

“We demand the stopping of this 
We warn that the peoples 
who suffer from this war will not 
be patient, but will prepare to take 
the decision into their own hands, 
if their present ‘statesmen’ do not 
stop the war..’ 

The meeting was neld to celebrate 
the twenty-second anniversary of 
the founding of the Soviet Union 
and to protest against the indict- 
ment of Browder for obtaining and 
using a passport through false 
representations, 

This action of the Government 
was denounced time and again, and 


at the end a resolution was adopt- 


ed characterizing the . prosecution 
as based on “trumped up charges,” 
and pledging American Communists 
to “do everything possible to pre- 
vent Earl Browder from becoming 
the first political prisoner of the 
second imperialistic war.”

1. That Lawrence conspired to 
award gravel contracts unlawfully.

The outline of the case was made 
by Compton before he called to the 
stand a former State Cabinet offi- 
cer to testify against Lawrence.

ANNUITIES SOLD 
AT REDUCED RAIt 


Senator Wagner of New 
York Said to Have Dis- 
cussed Plan With Presi- 


dent. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
A proposed expansion of the Sogial | 


Securtiy program under which in- 
dividuals could buy annuities from 
the Government paying up to $100 
a month at maturity has been sub-| 
mitted to President Roosevelt for | 
consideration. ) 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New | 
York, sponsor of the Social Security | 
legislation, was said today to have | 
discussed the annuity proposal with 
Mr. Roosevelt at a recent confer-| 
ence. 

Details of the Wagner plan re-| 
main to be worked out, but well-| 
informed sources said it would) 
provide: | 

1. That any citizen could buy an) 
annuity “insurance policy” provid- 
ing up to $100 a month from the 
Government at a cost 30 per cent 
less than he would have to pay a 
private insurance company. 

2. That annuities be sold through 
postoffices in the same manner that 
postal savings and baby bonds are 
handled. 

Wagner told reporters he had 
been advised by one insurance of- 
ficial that such an annuity pro- 
me would do little harm to the 


rivate insurance business. Insur- 
ance companies, the Senator added, 
are intrested primarily in annuities 
paying more than $100 a month. 

In addition to the annuity plan, 
the administration may seek a 
general expansion of the Social Se- 
curity program to bring in self-em- 
ployed workers, domestic help and 
agricultural employes. 

Such workers are not covered 
now by the old-age insurance pro- 
visions of the law, under which 
employers and employes are each 
taxed 1 per cent on salaries and 
wages. Starting next year, annu- 
ities will be paid from this fund to} 
those who. retire at 65, after hav-| 
ing paid the tax long enough to | 
build up a reserve sufficient to ob- | 
tain benefits. | 

These payments, however, arc | 
based on the workers’ income ana) 
duration of employment. Under | 
the formula any worker retiring in| 
the next few years could not ob-| 
tain more than about $50 monthly. | 

Wagner estimated that expansion 
of the existing program to the 
three additional classes of workers 
weuld affect about 10,000,000 per- 
sons.

Conference Hears. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
State and Federal officials attend- 
ing the ninth minimum wage con- 
ference heard today that attempts 
to improve conditions among do- 
mestic workers in New York City 
are hampered by “so-called slave 
markets.” 

Miss Kate Papert, acting director 
of the Division of Women in In- 
dustry for New York, used that 
phrase in describing the way work- 
ers, mostly Negro women, stood on 
certain street corners and  bar- 
gained with employers for work. 

Frequently, she said, the wages 
paid were as low as 10 cents an 
hour. She said there was no legal 
Way to prevent such street corner

SUPREME COURT HEARS 
WIRE TAPPING: ISSUE}*tr 


Interception of Intrastate Mes: 
Sages Defended by 
Goverhment. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
Wire tapping by Federal officers 
was condemned yesterday before 
the Supreme Court as “dirty busi- 
ness” and defended on the ground 
that it aided in the conviction of 
criminals, 

O. John Rogge, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, argued that “wire tap- 
ping by enforcement officers on 
probable cause is not an evil,” and 
should be permitted to a “reason- 
able” degree. 

Condemnation was weleed by 
counsel for three New Yorkers con- 
victed in a lower court of using 
the mails to defraud. Evidence ob- 
tained by wire tapping was used in| 
their trial. 

The legal controversy centered on 
whether the 1934 Communications 
Act barred use in Federal criminal 
trials of intrastate communications 
which had been intercepted. In a 
decision on Dec. 20, 1937, the’ Su- 
preme Court ruled specifically that 
the act applied to interstate com- 
munications. 

The New York attorneys, Lloyd 
Paul Stryker and Theodore Kiendl, 
contended the 1937 ruling applied 
to both types of communications. 

“Congress intended to do away 
once and for all with all wire tap- 
ping,” Stryker said. “This was a 
dirty business Congress was seek- 
ing to strike down.” 

Rogge said that 98 per cent of all 
telephone communication is intra- 
state. 

“Serious practical and constitu- 
tional difficulties would arise,” he 
said, “if the decision is extended to 
'this wide new field.” 

Rogge said there was a differ- 
ence between “condemning wire 
tapping by law enforcement offi- 
cials and by private eavesdroppers.” 

“Of course, the practice is sub- 
ject to abuse,” he added, “but so is 
the policeman’s club.”

The possibility of such an inva- 
sion is frankly discussed by a news- 
paper of the German metropolis, 
which, of course, could never have 
printed such a thing without the 
blessing of high official quarters. 
Indirectly, such a move comes’ 
within the range of possibility 
through the fact that German army 
contingents have been massed for 
embarkation to what is stated to 
be an “unknown destination over- 
seas.” That destination may turn 
out to be Spain or North Africa. 
But it might also be England. 

Anyhow the Deutsche Allige- 
meine Zeitung publishes an article 
leaving no doubt that such an in- 
wsion is in the mind of at least 
one editor, inspired by who can 
say how many German military 
wiseacres: The article is probably 
by the editor himself—he used to 
like to drink beer in a BoHemian 
Berlin hang-out, with American 
and English colleagues, and spent 
several years in England. ‘ 

“There is no divine law,” says 
the article, “that, in all eternity, no 
enemy shall enter these isles of 
‘chosen people.’ The chances of in- 
vasion, so often treated with in- 
dulgent smiles by experts, could 
change with surprising speed. The 
future will show whether an island 
largely denuded of military forces 
is still unconquerable today. Wars 
are won not with rigid, antiquated 
rules, but with imagination and dar- 
ing. If England forces us to fight 
this war through to the last, then, 
for the first time in 900 years of iso- 
lation, she will experience the hor- 
ror of war directly.” 

The writer argues that Germany’s 
air force will make invasion pos- 
sible, The British Isles, he declares, 
having been made geographically 
part of the European continent by 
the development of military avia- 
tion, are now no longer invulner- 
able to direct attack. He foresees 
the landing of a German expedi- 
tionary army on English territory 
while the German air forces keep 
the British navy from interfering.

But the fun 
went out of these jests for St. Louisans when they 
were reminded of the city’s typhoid mortality.

They finally per- 
fected the sulphate of iron and lime method that 
kept St.Louis water clear until the building of a 
filtration system in 1915. 

The first clear water flowed from St. Louis taps 
on March 21, 1904—in time for the opening of the 
Exposition a little more than a month later. How- 
ever, clear water meant much more than sparkling 
cascades at the World’s Fair. It mearit an amazing 
increase in the efficiency of the city’s water distri- 
bution system—now relieved of the burden of pump- 
ing mud and silt. And, more important, it meant 
the reduction of the city’s typhoid mortality rate, 
which was 48 per 100,000 in 1904, to 20 per 100,000 
in 1906. Subsequent improvements have made ty- 
phoid cases extremely rare. 

Can there be any doubt that a solution of the 
smoke problem is any less desired today than clear 
water was 35 years ago? Can there be any doubt 
that the removal of great masses of poison from our 
air and our lungs would be an even greater boon? 

This one problem threatens the future of St. Louis 
as a city. Dozens of lesser problems—not the least of 
them, decreasing land values—stem from it. Cer- 
tainly, we do not need another World’s Fair to

HE New York World’s Fair, probably the

Civic wrath, civic information 
and the lack of it all had a part 
in answers to the quiz given hun- 
dreds of persons at the City Gov- 
ernment Institute last month, the 
St. Louis League of Women Vot- 
ers reported today. 

“How long has smoke been a 


problem in St. Louis?” was one 
question, and one answer was, 
“Since the American Revolution.” 

Since 1864, says the league, is 
the correct answer. About 1500 per- 
sons got it or near enough to it 
and the 35 other answers-to quiz 
questions to warrant award of 
certificates of excellence and “mer- 
itorious civic interest.” 

Certificates will be presented by 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann in a 
ceremony at 3:30 p. m. tomorrow 
in his office in the City Hall in 
which city officials, a committee 
of the League of Women Voters 
and some of the winners will take 
part. It will be followed by a tree 
planting in Memorial Plaza, ar- 
ranged by the St. Louis Council of 
the Parent-Teacher Association to 
commemorate the City Government 
(nstitute. 

High school and college students, 
business and professional men and 
women and members of the League 
of Women Voters are among win- 
ners of the certificates, which bear 
the Mayor’s signature and the of- 
ficia] seal. The quiz was no snap, 
for it went into such complex de- 
tails as the division of property 
tax revenue, and it had the aspects 
of what used to be called a spring 
test, for it was “sprung” on per- 
sons at the institute without op- 
portunity for cramming in advance. 

So—and no wonder—a partici- 
pant confronted with the question, 
“What would you do if you needed 
an inhalator?” replied, “Buy one.” 
The right answer, a vital thing to 
know if one ever does need it, 
was, “Call operator and ask for 
Fire Alarm Office.”

“To make jobs for the needy.’ “To 
relieve old sewers in time of ex- 
cessive rainfall,” corrects the 
league. 

Others thought the Governor

But failure to know the right 
number, 6500, may not have been 
the only consideration in one an- 
swer to “How many stop signs are 
there in St. Louis?”

ASE N-174: Anton C., aged 31, is a high school teacher. 
a “While I am the proud father of a lusty three-year-old boy,” he 
began, “he worries me because of his stuttering, especially if he 
grows excited, as when guests drop in for a visit. Besides that trouble, 
he also has a tendency to be left-handed. 
My wife and I have been trying to break 
him of this habit by offering him articles in 
such a way as to make him employ his right 
hand. 

“Some of our friends tell us that we are 
wrong in even attempting to break this 
habit. They say it may upset his whole 
nervous system and even produce a social 
inferiority complex. Dr. Crane, what is your 
advice in this mater, and do you fee] that 
his left-handedness contributes to his stut- 
tering?” 

—0O-O— 

DIAGNOSIS: There are three periods 
in our lives when stuttering is likely to 
afflict us. The first is between the years of 3 to 5 when our capacity 
to understand words is greater than our ability to employ them in 
speech. This is a normal period for stuttering. We simply think 
faster than we can speak, so our. words get jumbled and we stutter. 
You adults can well understand this dilemma by remembering how

permanent misfortune. 

The next two periods in which people are likely to stutter are at 
puberty, when they become self-conscious and easily embarrassed as 
well as in the late teens or early twenties when they may be having 
their first dates. 

O—O—— 


SOCIAL FEAR with its resulting nervous tension, may not only 
fasten upon our larynx and produce stuttering, but it may also affect 
the stomach and cause nausea or actual vomiting. It may affect the 
skin, too, and produce blushing, or the hands and cause such excessive 
trembling that the victim cannot play his violin or piano in public 
or even operate a typewriter if the boss is looking on, There are many 
nervous reactions like the above mentioned, which are really first 
cousins of stuttering. If the victim’s attention is focussed upon one 
of these nervous mechanisms, he may grow so acutely self-consicous 
about it that the habit results. 

Statistics show that left-handed people tend to be more prone to 
stuttering, especially if these persons have been changed into right- 
handed persons. But the essential explanation is doubtless the con- 
tinual nagging or “No, no, Johnny, the right hand,” type of criticism 
which bombards such a child. If a youngster can tactfully be coaxed 
into employing his right hand, then we can eliminate this hazard 
Nowadays we don’t try to change the handedness of school children, 
however, for there is not much point in doing so, save a little more 
convenience to the child.

Child's Faults 
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Discussing His Bad Habits. 
Only Makes Them Hard- 
er to Resist.

y F a child has some annoying 
fault or habit, don’t feed it by 
‘talking about it either before 

him, or behind him. By talking 

about the failing we give ye 
reality, a power, that it could 

have had if we had siléntly denied 
its reality and its power over the 


It is a mistake for instance to 
“Your hands are a disgrace, 
I should think you would 
do anything to stop the awful 
habit you have of biting your 
nails. Why do you insist upon 
doing it? People are shocked by 
the sight of your hands. It’s too 
bad you let such a habit get hold.” 
By saying such things you 
strengthen the child’s feeling for 
the necessity of her biting her 
nails. Ignore the matter beyond 
expressing admiration for pretty 
hands, Praise her appearance, 
-her hair or her skin, or her teeth, 
if possible, so that she feels she 
looks well. She will, in time, at- 
tend to the nails, too.. But not 
if she is worried about them. 

It is a mistake to tell family 
friends about the children’s mis- 
takes. It is a sad shock to dis- 
cover that a girl is in love with 
the impossible person, that she 
meets him secretly, writes him 
notes and the like. But telling 
the story in detail, repeating what 
you said and' what she said, and 
predicting awful things, will effect 
quite the opposite behavior you 
wish to bring about. Talking 
about this thing will make it real 
to. you and to the girl and the 
boy, too. Deal with it indirectly 
and you deal more effectively. 
Keep the children’s secrets from 
the whole world. 

And it is a mistake to accept 
illness without protest, silent and 
strong protest. When one of the 
children falls ill, don’t hasten to 
tell the friends, neighbors and 
relatives. Don’t call the family 
on the telephone to spread the bad 
news. Wait. Hope that by to- 
morrow it will not be necessary 
to tell anybody. The doctor will 
keep the information to himself, 
and if you do likewise you will 
not only save the patient from 
strain and annoyance; you will 
hasten his recovery. Thinking 
does make ideas take on a real- 
ity they would otherwise never 
possess. 

You don’t want the neighbors 
to think of this child as one sus- 
ceptible to weakness, chronic ill- 
ness, and the like. You do want 
them to think of him as fit and 
able, healthy in body and mind. 
Keep that thought of him upper- 
most then. Do all you can to 
strengthen the child in that atti- 
tude of well-being. Take illness 
as a passing matter to be over 
and done with as quickly as pos- 
sible. Don’t talk about it any 
more than you can help. 

I know that keeping silent 
amout a trouble does not remove 
it. Other forces must be set in 
motion. But I know, too, that 
talking about trouble, spreading 
it like a cloud over the family and 
friends does not help at all. It 
certainly and surely hinders re- 
covery.. Taking a positive stand 
against difficulties is the first step 
toward removing them. Willing 
hard and purposefully to destroy 
the thing that troubles us is an- 
other long stride forward. Then 
getting into action to fight the 
error to the best of our under- 
standing, completes its destruc-

As it happened, however, West 
feared to jeopardize a possible heart 
winner and chose to open the diam- 
ond nine. Declarer won this trick 
in dummy and three rounds of 
trumps. He noted that a club loser 
was unavoidable and that the con- 
‘tract depended on losing no tricks 
in hearts. A good technician, South 
decided not to take the heart finesse 
but to try to make the opponents 
take it for him. He _ therefore 
cashed his remaining diamonds, fol- 
lowed by the club ace, the club king, 
and a low club. He hoped, by this 
means, to throw the lead to East 
and thus obtain a lead up to dum- 
my’s heart tenace. 

South’s idea was excellent, but his 
execution left something to be de- 
sired. The stripping out of the dia- 
monds from the North-South hands 
made it only too obvious to East 
that South was going to try for a 
throw-in. Since East did not relish 
the prospect of leading up-to dum- 
my’s heart ten-ace he decided to 
avoid being thrown up with a third 
round of clubs. Hence on the ace 
of clubs East correctly dropped his 
jack, and on the club king, his 
queen. The third round of clubs 
therefore was won by West, and 
when that worthy led hearts South 
could no longer make his contract, 

A little camouflage would have 
fullfilled South’s contract, except 
against an unusually brilliant op- 
ponent. South should have seen 
from the very start that throw-in 
might be necessary. On wining 
the first trick with dummy’s dia- 
mond jack declarer should have 
cashed the club ace immediately. 
At this stage of the play it was 
very unlikely that East would have 
seen what was coming, and the 
chances are overwhelming that he 
would have played his low club. 
From that point on South could 
have continued by drawing trumps, 
stripping the diamonds, and play- 
ing two more rounds of clubs. In 
this way East would be obliged to 
win the third round of clubs and 
lead up to dummy’s hearts.
